In yeaterdas’s TELearAPE there was given the
dewile of the murder of Toomas Hand by John
Kenvedy, it Canton, N, Y,, and the preparatioos
for the execution of the latter, Accordiug to
appointment, Kennedy expated his crime yes-

“Throogh the courtesy of Sherif Chapin your
reporter was enabled to visit the prisoner o his
cell on & day shortly previous 1o ols execuiion.
He appeared in good spirits and conversed frecly
upop mmauners pertainivg to himself, He was
dresacd in grey pants, o Knit jacket, and tigured
vest, and wore a white shirt, with a striped
paper collar, and somewhat fancitul neckiie,
Ou o table in the cormdur to which bhe was
allowed nceess was the representation of w cru-
citix drawn upon s sheet ol loolscap, at which
he bad been at work, under which was written,
with a trifle of eeotism, “This was drawn by
John Kenuedy, in Canton juil, November, 1857.%

Tor priover admitted that he had made a
verbul conlesgion ol bis gailt on that day to the
I'istriet attorpey ou recewviog (he angsursace
that it he could lmplicate any one elsz in the
aifair 1hat & sty ol proceedings would be obe
tained, nod thut he would be sllowed to torn
evideoce sgainst im and receive a ssntence of
imprisonment.

went tor lire, 1t would be better had it gone on.’

levge gailed from Para for this port with 8 cargo

The next news from Poreuau Privee 18 to the
25th, brought by her Britavoe Majesty’s steamer
Mu:det, which srrived at Port Hoyal on the
evenivg ol the 28th,  Early on the morn'ng ot
July 23 Genersl Normil quitted bie poruon of
tbe msurgenis’ lines around Port an Prince,
eviceativg the Lightbhouse and Carrelouts, nna
hurrnedly proceeded to Petit Gowve, arrivisg
there the same eveniog, The place was aod has
been for some time in the possession of the reac-
tionists, or interior parti=ans ol Ssloave.

The ennnon were spiged and other wise rendered
unservicesble, 1he same day Salunave's forces
occopred Carrefours, and of course found the
epiked puns, A hizuly celf lundatory sud bom-
basiie proclamation was thereapon published
by his sxble Excellency, fnforming the people
ol Hayti i particulur and mankind iu general
what mighty trophies hud been captured by his
army.
